Dear Mr. Weisberg: 

After discussions with Louisiana counsel, we have 
recommended to him that he immediately move to quash 
service of process on all three defendants, resei^ring 
the right to move against the interrogatories served on 
all defendants if service of process is upheld. In 
connection with this motion, it will be necessary for 
all defendants to file affidavits with the Court stating 
their lack of contact with Louisiana. A draft of your 
affidavit will be forwarded to you for consideration in 
due course . 

In the event that we are unsuccessful in attacking the 
jurisdiction of the Court, it will probably be necessary 
for you to meet with Mr. Lucas of Dufour, Levy, Marx and 
Lucas, to discuss the case. Please let me know if you 
plan to be in or around New Orleans within the next two 
or three months. If not, Mr, Lucas will be in Washington 
on other business the week of June 19th, and we will 
arrange a meeting at that time. 
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
